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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD known as 6 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD known as 6 promotes and supports bestiality and is therefore deemed to be 
objectionable. 

The DVD contains a compilation of explicit sexual material, consisting mainly of excerpts 
from commercial "adult entertainment" publications. However, one scene from a different 
source consists entirely of images showing a woman engaging in sexual acts with a dog. 

The acts are made to seem pleasurable and viewers are clearly encouraged to see bestiality 
as a desirable and legitimate sexual practice. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in 
section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, 
however, with Parliament's intention that publications falling under section 3 (2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. 
The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects 
the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that 
promote and support bestiality. 
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
